Crime And Disease To Be Regarded As Same — Treatment To Replace si 
“Experts” To Dole Out Compulsory “Cures”

In Washington, I have observed at first- 
hand some of these mind-changing, news- 
managing pressures. These are the result 
of carefully planned and timed operations. 
Take the case of the administration-in- 
Spired resolution introduced this month by 
Sen. Warren Magnuson (D-Wash.) calling 
on the President to-set up a 15-member 
Council for Expanded Trade with the 
Soviet bloc. This maneuver was designed 
to give the impression that the administra- 


tion was being urged to make a policy 


change. 

In propaganda circles this is known as 
a “grey operation.” It is-called a “black 
operation” when a source induces an 
enemy outlet to propagandize its message. 
It is called a “grey operation” when it 
induces a friendly source to do so. The 
label “white”? connotes an abdoveboard ac- 
tion admitted by the originating source. 
The purpose of this whole strategy is to 
achieve what the opinion molders call 
“concensus,” which is becoming a code 
word for thought control,

Unless the criminal law can be vindicat- 
ed soon against the switch-blade and rapist 
set in the North, and unless reason and 
restraint. can be brought to bear against 
the bloody-minded and bull-whip sort of 
cop seen here and there in the-South, we 
are eventually going to have an all-power- 
ful national police system in this country. 


No nation on earth, except perhaps in 
one or two instances in continental Europe, 
has raised up such an all-powerful system 
without inviting tyranny in at the back 
door, In the jack-booted torturers of the 
SS and Gestapo of Nazi Germany, and 
in the grim varieties of pistol-whipping 
thought-controllers in the Communist coun- 
tries, that system is raised to its apogee of 
evil. But even in its less vicious manifes- 
tations, personal liberty as we know it has 
rarely survived intact. 

All the same, an insistent demand for 
order at almost any cost is rising from 
Northern urban communities where women 
and children—and men, too—can no long- 
er go safely about their lawful concerns. 

And all the same an insistent demand 
for an end to police violence in the South 
at almost any cost is rising from the con- 
science of decent people of both North and 
South. Soon the vastly important qualify- 
ing phrase “ ... at almost any cost” may 
be heard no more. And then will fall into 
the lifeless dust the most wise and civilized

public authority — the concept of local 
enforcement locally restrained or locally 
spurred, as need may be —that a thou- 
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to which President. Johnson’s anti-crime 
program is directed. There are aspects of 
that program that may seem to many, as 
they seem to this columnist, to give too 
much credit to an old fallacy. This fallacy 
sees crime and violence as largely the 
product simply of poverty and so on and 
hardly ever as the product of the human 
reality that. there is some evil in all men 
and in some men an incurable evil that 
will never yield itself to reformist notions 
like better housing.

Nevertheless, the central philosophy of 
the program is one to engage the best 
thought and best exertions of all who wish 
to preserve our surviving traditions. There 
is nothing here of partisanship, nothing 
that is Democratic, nothing that is Repub- 
lican. This is an immense and fateful 
national issue hardly less poignant than 
the: eommon~-defense of the nation from 
foreign assaults, 

The unique necessity here is to defend 
justice alike from those — not excluding, 
sometimes, some of our courts — who ħa- 
bitually take an overly compassionate atti- 
tude toward criminals and those to whom 


police violence is entirely right and proper,
